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I’ve leamed everything I know off of records, Being able to replay something immediately 
without all that terrible stricture of written music, the prison of those bars, those five lines.

It’s a blinding series of attacks. Arms and legs whip toward me. 
Tiny balls ricochet off my body. Spectators laugh with 
each barrage. I would duck, but there’s no hiding. My attaeker 
gathers a small orange piece of ammunition, raises it in his 
cupped hand for all to see, then crouches — his wooden 
racket drawn taut behind his ear as if he were steadying an 
archedbow. Heglancesmyway. “Three seero.” 

At home, I love pingpong. Here in the Mentawai Islands . 
a tiny Indonesian arehipelago, the game confuscs me. I hold 
a weird paddle. The mahogany table betbre me is covered 
with sand. I want to brush it otf, but the local teens here won’t 
let me. Even weirder, they aren’t cheering for my opponent. 
They aren’t cheering for me. They seem to be cheering for 
the ball. Eveiy time it bounces they make short bursts of 
oddnoises. All of them are smoking. It’ s 7.05am.

An hour ago, shouts from these teens woke me from a bad dream. In it, a tsunami was rolling 
over this low-lying island, over my beach hut and my bed with me in it. My mind is a mess. 
An earthquake devastated the nearby city of Padang just days ago. Tsunami warnings have 
been constant. I’m told that’s not unusual here. The region is one of the most seismically active 
20 in the world. Now these teens have given me something else to ponder: this game. 


I look at the artwork carved directly into my pingpong paddle’s open wooden face. A question 
gnaws at me: How does one hit a pingpong ball with a wooden sculpture? 


Crouch. Uncoil. Slam. “Four seero.” 
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The ball is dented, more cookie jar than sphere. I hold it up to the group. “It’s broken,” I tell them. 
25 A teen examines the ball and tosses it to my attacker, vvho again crouches and raises his paddle. 
“Four seero.” 

“Wait. What?” The teens nod for me to keep playing, to ignore the dented ball. “But ... but 
it’s broken.” 

“Ball better this way,” one of them says. Better? 

30 Slam. The ball buzzes past me. “Five seero.” 

The teens point behind me. I scan the sand. No ball. They shout for me to find it, but even they 
don’t speak a common language. Most hail from Padang, a developed city on Sumatra. A few 
were born here in thc Mentavvai Islands, a time capsule with its ovvn vernacular. The only shared 
aspect of the two languages has neither a past nor a future tense. It’s all right here, right now. It’s 
35 all abouttheball. 

I find it 10 stcps from thc pingpong table. I look back at thc tccns; bed hair, bloodshot eycs and 
cigarette smoke. 

I spot a different ball lying in the sand in perfect eondition. “This one?” I ask, holding the new 
ball high. 

40 “No no no,” they protest. “Other ball. Other ball.” I toss the mangled ball to my attacker. 
He tosses it back to me. It’s my serve. I hold the dented ball up, raise my weird vvooden paddle 
and look across the sandy table. None of this makes sense. Whatever. Just swing. 

Contact. The ball bounces true. My attacker returns it. We rally. The teens shout at the ball — 
wishing, willing it in some fashion with each bounce. My attacker slams a winner. The teens sigh, 
45 clearly disappointed. 

Yesterday, a local elder told me that only a fevv of these teens returned to Padang to see their 
families after the earthquake. “Earthquakes are part of life,” hc shrugged. “They’re devastating, 
but ever-present.” 

“Six seero.” My attacker wants me to serve. We rally. The teens shout at the ball, louder as the rally 
50 builds steam. 

My attacker mis-hits. The ball rises high in the air, a lob — an easy slam for me. I turn my 
shoulders, crouch and uncoil — arms and body unleashing at ... 

The ball bounces off its dent and darts sideways off the table. My swing parts yards of empty air. 
Roars of laughter fill it. Teens fall to their knees, wipe their eyes, lean on one another for support. 
55 Even my attacker, now lying in the sand, looks like a baby on his back, cooing at the world above. 

Eventually, one of the teens holds thc dented ball before me. “Ball better, yes?” he asks beaming. 
I nod, take the dented ball and smile. To the teens, to me, nothing at this moment could be better 
than an unexpected bounce that brings joy.

And Science - we have loved her well, and followed her diligently, what will she do? T fear 
she is so much in the pay of the counting-house, the counting-house andthe drill-sergeant 1 , that she 
is too busy, and will for the present do nothing.

Tliese days, tnany women of the house are the breadwinner. So it may surpnse you to know that 
many don’t have life insurance in place to help protect their dependents or partner, should they die. 

I know that most of us don't Jikc to think about dying as it is too depressing. In fact, when you look at 
fjgures from Brewin Dophin which show two in three people die without a will. it seems like when it 
eomes to passing away, few of us accept that it will ever actnally happen. But by putting our heads m the 
sand, we can leave our families at risk if we don't take out life insurance. 

The good thing is, that with most moitgages you are required to have ihis type of cover, bm many 
people living in rented accommodation wrongly overlook this type of insurance. 

No matter where you live, if you have children, life insurance is cruciak Espeeially when you 
consider the fact tliat one-in-20 ehildren lose a parent before they are finished full-time education. 

Bm while many of us get some life insurance coverage through oui employers, it is usually not 
enough to provide a safe future for our families. 

A grirn reality 

Even in a two-ineome family, the loss of either parent would have extremely serious implieations. 
Parents depend on each other in all sorts of ways that go beyond earning an meome and paying the bills. 
In many cases, the surviving parent would have to leave their full-time job in order to care for the kids. Or 
if they choose to continue to work, the extra childcare needed would become very expensive. 

Mgw, whilc this seems all very morbid, unfortunately, ifs a grim reality. A parent's responsibility 
continues even after death. Bui there are steps you can take to ensure you family is financially secure. 

It certainly isn'r expensive to put this protection in place. For instance, at the moment a 30-year old 
woman would pay aromid £5 a month to get £100,000 of cover for 25 years. 

In the past, much like car insurance, women benefited from lower life insurance premiunis. 
Histoncally, women have paid cheaper rates because w r e have a longer life expectancy* But ihis is all 
about to change when the implenientation of EU gender neutral legislation eomes into effect on 
December 21. This ruling means that insurers will, for the first lime ever, remove one of the key 
considerations when deciding on the premium that a person has to pay: our gender. 

And some insurers are already pushing up their premiums. For instance, figures out this week from 
Consumer Intelligence, show that female life insurance rates liave increased by as much as 2()pc. 

“We are starting to see major brands changing and big differences in pricing aeross the market,” said 
lan Hughes, ehief executive of Consumer Intelligence. 

“This is creating opportunities for some consumers to secure more eompetitive deals now than wTll be 
possible after December 21 when al! providers will have to be entirely gender neutral. Women should act
